We find preat
difficulty in even attempting a synupsis of it, since
it is literally impossible to fix upon any point which
can truly be suideto express its meauing with any
dofiniteness. We bave no idea that Mr Seward
wished to express any definite meaning.  Hie
letter is dated December 26th, 1861. [t must be
read to be appreciated.
